Nevertheless, just before the close of the meeting a resolution was arrived at 
to reyuest the press not to publish this week areport of the debate. Weare. 
of course, not absolutely bound by any such resolution, but it is our enstom 
to defer to such expressions of opinion. The greater part of the Jewish 
public is ‘thus, however, debarred from participation in the deliberations of the 
Board. This policy of secresy does great harm to the Jewish body. What 
we have to court is knowledge. What we bave most to fear is ignorance, 


The Board, which all men looked to for enlightenment, has chosen to work in 


darkness. If its aims and actions are misunderstood, as they undoubtedly 


will be by the general public, if not so widely or extensively by the Jewish 


~ community, it will have itself to blame. We will rot say * Exit the Jewish 


I;ducation Board ” because we believe the resolution was carried in a non-lucid 

interval ; but we deplore that the majority of a Jewish body intended to be 

representative and to account to its constituents has betrayed so much timidity 

and has deprived itself of the information and support which the general 
knowledge and the general criticism would have supplied. 

M. Barthelemy St. Hilaire, the venerable statesman and 

M. Barthelemy yhilosopher, who died the other day, was a pronounced 

St. Hilaire. apostle of tolerance and the declared enemy of religious and 

racial hatred. On the occasion of the centenary of the eman- 

cipation of the Jews in France, he addressed a letter to the Editor of the 
Archives Israélites, in which the following passages occur. 


“A section of Christianity still dishonours itself by odious persecutions | 


which do not appear as if they were about to cease. The Jews will know how 
to resist these barbarities as they have resisted so many others, For more than 
two thousand years they have given to the world an example of constancy and 
of inextinguishable faith. It is aglory to them and to humanity, they must 
remain for ever what they are. Supported by the Bible, the grandest of sacred 
books, they may believe that in regard to religion and piety they have nothing 


to learn from anyone, and that without the Oid Testament the New would not 


have been possible.” 
Noncon- Now that the Nonconformists have placed their views on the 
formists and subject of primary educatien before the Prime Minister, the 
tipnalian: Government may be said to be in possession of the entire 
| "ease for and against Denominational Schools. The Metho- 
dist deputation which recently waited on Lord Salisbary only represents one 
section of Nonconformity, but it is the most important section, and upon the 
question of primary education it is at one with Nonconformists in general. 
The main objects for which Methodists, and Nonconformists in general, 
contend are these : the establishment of Sehool Boards everywhere, acting 
‘n districts of sufficient area, and the placing of a Christian (the italics are ours) 
unsectarian school within reasonable distanceof every family; that there shouid 
be no increased grant of public funds, either from local rates, or from the 
Imperial taxes, to Denominational Schools, unless thatincreased grant is accom- 
panied by adequate and representative publie nse ogy These proposals 
raise large issues most of which were concisely and admirably dwelt 
upon by Lord Salisbury in his reply. Lord Salisbury quite appreciates the 
hardships under which Nonconformists labour where they are compelled to 
send their children to Anglican schools, the instruction in which is necessarily 
of a religious type they cannot conscientiously accept. Therefore he 
would give every facility for the multiplication of Denominational Schools, 
so that these grievances of Nonconformists might be redressed in a3 many 
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eases as possible, and he does not consider that the financial question presents 


insuperable difficulties. The insuperable difficulties, if any, are (he says) 
of Nonconformists’, own making, arising as they do from the jealousy 
with which they regard the schools conducted by the Church of England. 
If Nonconformists have their disabilities, Anglicans, the Premier pointed 
out, suffer from precisely similar disabilities, wherever they have to submit 
to the teaching of what is called ‘unsectarian Christianity.” The Church of 
England repudiates the idea that its religion can be taught in bits, Leave 
ont certain doctrines to which it attaches importance and the result is a new 
religion altogether, as different in kind from the old, as the torso of a statue 
would be from the entire object. 
| 
These disputes between Nonconformists and Anglicans may 
The Jewish anpear to have but a remote interest for Jews, but we dwell 
Point of View, Upon them for a variety of reasons. For one thing, as 
Jews, we are always deeply interested in questions of 
religious toleration. We have suffered so much in times gone by, and still 
suffer in places, from the ravages of intolerance, that we cannot afford to 
disregard whatever affects the prerogatives of religious communities. As 
English Jews, we can never forget the debt of gratitude we owe to Noncon- 
formists for having fought the battle of religious liberty in Ingland in times 
gone by. But even our indebtedness for so great a boon must not blind us 
to a due consideration of the rights which Church people claim at the present 
time with regard to the maintenance of their National Schools. Ilowever, 
we have a more personal interest in the question than this. If the Church 
of England rejects the establishment of “ Christian Unsectarian Schools ” as 
a satisfactory settlement of the educational question, Jews have reason to be 
more dissatisfied still with such a proposed solution, for it leaves out of 
account altogether those who cannot subscribe to -Christ*anity 
in any form. If Anglicanism only to be taught, there 
would be at least this argument in its favour that it represents the established 
religion of the country. But ‘“unsectarian Christianity” 1s no more estab- 
lished by law than is Judaism, and if Lord Salisbury were asked whether he 
did not think that Jewish schools have as much right to recognition from the 
State as “ unsectarian Christian’ schools, we have no doubt of what his reply 
would be. Wedo not suppose that Nonconformists, as a body, have any 
intention of ignoring the obvious rights of Jews’ which Church people and 
Roman Catholics have, again and again, insisted upon, but it is impossible to 
help noticing that the language of their resolutions might easily lend itself to 
such a construction.

on Inscriptions, will lecture on one of. his favourite themes. 

It is to be hoped that the public will avail itself of this splendid opportunity to 
learn at first hand something of the importance which archeological researches 
have now attained. Mr. Pinches does not belong to the dry-as-dust school, he 
makes the old stones live and speak. That Mr. Pinches intends to 
interest as well as instruct, is clear from this, that he will illustrate 
his lecture by means of a lantern display. This is a novelty at Tavistock 
House, and it is a change in the right direction, for—to tell the truth 
—the lectures at Jews’ College have sometimes proved dull, almost beyond 
endurance. This year, a fresh spirit will prevail—a desire to gild 
the pill; or, to use a more pleasant metaphor, lecturers will select more 
palatable dainties than in former years from the rich larder of the Jewish 
viands, The programme for the session contains the names of many 
excellent scholars from whom good and popular lectures may be. confidently

Sabbath Seldom have we read a more veracious and sympathetic 


Fast ‘eine observed in the Kast Knd of London than one which 
appears in I'riday’s Church Family Newspaper. One of the 


representatives of that paper appears to have been spending I'riday evening 


and Saturday with Jewish friends in the neighbourhood of Aldgate, and he 


describes how the entire period was passed. At least his visit would appear 


to have commenced on I*riday morning, for there is a graphic account of the 
fish-market in Petticoat Lane, while the writer enters into the minutix of the 
various preparations which are made in a Jewish household during the day 
for the ushering-in of Sabbath in the evening. He went with his host to 
Synagogue, and was struck with the pathetic part in which a family of 
mourners were received into the synagogue before the congregation proceeded 
to chant the “ Psalm and Song for the Sabbath Day.” He noticed that they 
sobbed bitterly when they recited the Mourners’ Prayer at the close of the 
service, and their friends crowded round them wishing them “ Long Life.” 
The description of Friday evening at Home is excellent : ‘‘ The home presents 
a strikingly Sabbatical appearance, and there is an air of religious calm and 
contentment about it which is delightful to witness. As the father enters the 
dining-room, his children come forward to be ‘ blessed,’ as they call it. He 
reverently puts his hand on each child’s head and pronounces a separate 
formula for boys and girls : ‘ The Lord make thee as Ephraim and Manasseh’ 
to the former, ard ‘the Lord make thee as Rachel and Leah’ to the others. 


Then his wife comes forward to be kissed, and he pays her courtly reverence 


by singing in her honour, in Hebrew, the last chapter of Proverbs, which 
recounts the virtues of a goodly wife, whose worth is far above rubies. She 
has already read the evening service at home, and lit the Sabbath candles 
which glitter on the mantel-piece.” The next morning he again goes to 
synagogue with his host, whose hospitality, however, does not extend to giving 
him breakfast before they leave home, because no meal is partaken of until 
the morning prayer has been recited.

“Yiddish? tnd? Nothing gives the casual observer so keen a notion

[t does not, however, follow that because "A Widow ” is unacquainted with 
a Jewish boarding school for girls where ‘a thorough practical education can be 
met with,’ and where “ punctuality and discipline are to be found,” that no sach 
schools exists. I fear her kaowledge of Jawish schools must be very limited if 
she has not been able to find some where the girls of the “ better classes ’ would 
find such * thorough practical education " as well as moral training (on Jewish, 
but not necessarily narrow principles), and where punctuality is observed and 
perfect discipline maintained. 

Girls are easily influenced by their surroundings and—their reasoning powers 
being immature—young Jewish girls can hardly fail to fall in some measure 
under the spiritual influences whicb, however uowittingly, must naturally be 
brought to bear on them in a Cbristian school. 

Far be it from me to urge that our girls should be kept entirely apart from 
those of other creeds ; but if, at the most impressionable age, their ¢u:/y ///e and 
associations are away from Jewish guidance, we must not be surprised if they 
become alienated in thought and feeling and heedless of the teachings of their 
ancestral faith. 

It is on the Jewish mothers that the future of our race depends, and girls 
thus brought up can scarcely be calculated to become suitable wives to Jewish 
husbands or fitting mothers of Jewish children.

THE INFLUENCE OF THE PRESS AND ITs ABUSE, _ 


Preaching at the East London Synagogue on Sabbath last, on the follow 
text from the Sedrah of the day, “ Ye have troubled me, to make me to ating 
among the inhabitants of the land” (Genesis xxxiv,, 30), the Rev. J. 
referred to the influence of the Press, and the abuse of its power, Having dieals 
upon the sorrow which had befallen the patriarch Jacob, smarting under which 
he had given utterance to the outburst of passion contained in the text the 
preacher pointed out that it was strange that the sad story should have foyng a 
place in the annals of the Pentateuch, and stranger still to learn from th 
narrative that Jacob, on hearing of the calamity that had befallen his daughter 
should have held bis peace when we would have expected to hear burning word. 
of indignation from the unhappy father. But there is no place for surprig, 
when we remember that it is not uncommon for men to behave in a strano. 
manner and to be unable to control or to explain their feelings when sotine 
under the shock of some sudden calamity; and the means by which 
domestic trouble came to be handed down to posterity as a chapter of J eWish 
history, this suggests a riddle which has repeated itself over and over.again, Tho 
secret which we would most carefully keep, the skeleton which we would fain 
never remove from the cupboard, generally does become public property 
although it is seldom possible to say whose mouth breathed the words or whose 
hand unlocked the door. But if Jacob's bearing under the stress of a sad tria| 
is difficult to understand, such is not the case with his sons’, We can wol| 
imagine the feelings of grief and anger which obtained the mastery over them 
when they heard the sorrowful tidings of their sister, and although we may not 
be able to approve the methods by which they gave expression to their indiggo- 
tion and avenged the wrong which had been done them, we can sympithise with 
them and appreciate the motives for the determined course they pursued. The 
whole story reminds us most forcibly of some modern-day tragedy of outrage 
and revenge which some sensational newspapers ate but too eager to spread 

abroad in order to pander to the depraved tastes of those who take delight ip 
reading the details of the latest scandal which becomes the subject of judicial 
enquiry. Of course, the primary function of the newspaper, isto relate the news of 

the day and to record the sayings and doing; of those who fizure on every stage 
of human activity, but to the credit of the English press be it said the tendency 
to compress, if not to suppress, that which is pernicious and unhealthy, is da'ly 
growing, and the tone of the newspaper is being raised accordingly.

Chronicle's gallant stand against the threatened demolition of the T'rinity Alms. | 
houses in Mile Eod Koad is another, And it willalso ba admitted that the great 
influence of the press is generally, wisely and fairly exercised in this country, 
and one cannot but admire the spirit of justica and honesty of purpose which 
dominate the leading daily papers, the pioneers and marvels of our modern 
press, And living a3 we do 1n an age when the fierce light of criticism is turned 
upon everything and everybody, when no subject is considered too sacred for 
the journalist’s pen, it is a matcer for congratulation that this high tone per- 
vade those organs of information which find readers in every home through. - 
out the length and breadthoftheland. . . . . What was remarkable and an 
interesting sign of the times was the frequency with which topics of strictly Jewish 
interest found their way into the general press, while to write an article illus- 
trating Jewish life and custom seemed to be the ambition of the modern j durnalist, 
For the most part these articles breathed a sympathetic and often a highly 
appreciative tone, Amusing mistakes often crepi in, and now and again false 
impressions were created. But the errors were excusable, being due to a want 
of intimate knowledge rather than to an excess of prejudice, It is seldom that 
such articles betray an unworthy motive or give evidence of a desire on the part 
of the writer to foment bad feeling and to stir up auimosity against the 
daughter of Israel ‘‘ to trouble us and to make us to stink among the iahabitants 
of the land.” But such appeared to him (the preacher) to be the purpose of an 
article contributed to the November number of the Jd/er, entitled “ Talks with 
a Narse.” Most of the charges levelled against us by the lacy who inspired the 
article were so unfounded that they would be laughed to scorn by any uubiassed 
and competent critic of our people in Kast London. He (the preacher) was by 
no means slow to denouncs the faults and follies prevalent amongst us, but the 
aspersions to which such undue prominence was given in the interview referred 
to were grossly exaggerated. The article was altogether unworthy of a place 10 
the high-class publication in which it appeared, and the motive of the writer 
was unly too apparent. He (the preacher) had also recently had a “ talk with 4 
nurse” with Sister Rothschild of the London Hospital, who had worked seventeel 
years among our people in the Jewish wards of that institution, and it was 
gratifying to know that she expressed her contempt at the uncharitable and 
undeserved reproaches hurled at the Jewish poor by her professional sister.

: that there is a growing demand, which the managers are unable to satisfy, for 
h seats in the synagogue. It scems to the Executive Committee that it. would be 
. a mistaken policy to enter upon a smaller scheme than that recommended for 
adoption, as in a few years the Council would doubtless be applied to for a 
ws fuither extension, and the money expended ona small scheme would be practi- 
: cally wasted. The error of judgment made by the local committee in 1890 in 
‘ erecting too small a building is doubtless responsible for the claim now made for 
so large an expenditure, and the Council would simply be repeating the initial

‘i tion of the synagogue it cannot be said to have had a flourishing past, inasmuch 
rd as though the synagogue has been in existence for several years, no recoupment 
; of the amount advanced by the Council in 139U has been made. The locking up 
h for an indefinite period of the Funded Property of the United Synagogue is a 
serious matter, It stops utilisation of such funds for the extension of general 
q communal objects, and it is strongly felt that measures should be taken to ensure 
: the return of capital outlay. Wuththis object in view, it is proposed to consoli- 
date the advances made to the Hammersmith Synagogue, and to ensure their 
F gradual return by making them a fixed charge on the Annual Budget. To this 
r couree the representatives of the Hammersmith Synagogue have given their 
adhesion. They have, moreover, stated that it is their intention to revise the 
‘ existing scale of seat rentals when the new building is complete, and this process,

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IMPARTIAL PARTISANS. 


SPEAKING in the native land of Burns, Mr. G. 
expressed to his Glasgow University audience the lament that few races oF 
religious communions possess the gift of seeing themselves as others seé 
them. Yet unless this power is occasionally at the command of some of 
those who live within each separate pale, prejadice must continue eternally to 
rear aloft its undiminished head. Judaism in particular has suffered from 
two sides, from its friends and its foes, from its critics who were blind to its 
faults as well as from its critics who were blind to its merits. It is, at the 
first blush, a saddening reflection that the world will only listen to what 
Jews have to say on the subject of Judaism when the Jewish writer or orator 
curses as well as blesses his own people. But, after all, the world is 


rational, and when it detects some unfriendliness on the part of & 
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friendly critic of an unpopular cause, it does sometimes respond to such 
fairness by an equally fascinating exhibition of 
conceived antipathies, 


Mr. Mosrerione’s service in the rational direction has been as great 
as Mr. ZaNaGwiLu’s in the artistic side. Christianity is teaching the modern 
world a terrible practical lesson as to the social ineffectiveness of creeds. The 
time is drawing nigh when through every Church in Christendom will rever- 
berate the plaintive old-world cry of “Peace and good-will towards men,” 


Jhristendom will in many places echo forth a stern, matter-of-fact denial | 
of the reality of this ideal. Anti-Semitism laughs at religious formulas as it. 
laughs at secular governments, and if it repeats the Christian shibboleth in | 


Vienna it will do so with a mocking jeer. The anti-Semitism of the Conti- 
nent is social, as well as racial, and social antipathies are the hardest to 
eradicate. In Scotland, we see on the other hand, a striking toleration of 
Jewish pleaders for Judaism. Mr. Zanawinu’s lecturing tour roused an 
extraordinary enthusiasm, and there was something noteworthy in the 
suggestion of a local paper that, the author of the “Children of the Ghetto ” 
owed it to his people to write a serious ‘ History of the Jews.” Mr. Zanc- 
wit has this in common with Mr. Monrerione—he earns the right to a 
fair hearing by being fair, and he is fair because he knows that he may ex pect 


a fair hearing. Thus, cause and effect act and react, and produce all the | 
elements which make for an ideal toleration. Now, the intellectual basis of | 


toleration is more reliable than the social, and a juster conception of Judaism 


is to be expected when the apologists approach the problem from its rational | 


and artistic aspects. 


There are some Jews, no doubt, who object to both the men we have 
named on the ground that. they are ‘too candid friends.’ When Mr.

Monterioge and Mr. Zancwitt are solely responsible for these changes 
we do not assert, but we maintain that to them belongs the main credit, for

has opened their imaginations. Mr. Moyteriorg is a man of Jewish 
instincts educated under Christian influences. ~ He tells us in his “* Aspects 
of Judaism” that he owes at least as much to Christian teachers as to 
Jewish. Such a training makes a bad partisan, but it makes a good critic. 
The comforting fact is that while Christians can see that in him they are 
dealing with a Jew who knows what the world owes to Christianity, Jews 
find after all that Mr. Monreriorg has a very quick eye to discern what the 
-world owes to Judaism! Would any enlightened Jew object to be judged by 
Mr. Monteriore’s latest test? Can any such Jew feel anything but grati- 


tude to the man who weighs us in the balance as Mr. Monreriorg has done |.

these fundamental contributions to the world’s permanent and indestructible —

The elements which Mr. Montgriore assigns to Christianity are no doubt 
important : a due spiritual estimation of suffering, the doctrine of self-sacri- 
fice, the elimination of race in religion, the subordination of ritual and the 
avoidance of all possible confusion between outward and inward purity. 
If Mr. Montweriore is a candid friend, we like such candid friends. 
The factors which he misses in pre-Christian Judaism belong entirely to the 
non-essential or rather to the acquired qualities of religion. We are prepared 
to admit that these factors occur in early Judaism in an undeveloped form. 
But our point is not whether or not Mr. Monrzrione really gives Judaism a 
lion’s s!are in formulating the world’s ethics and religion—though, we 
repeat, such a testimonial is worth having. Our point is that Mr. 
Monreriorg is actually better able to see the truth about Judaism because, 
being a Jew, he yet can see through Christian glasses. And because he can 
see the truth better, he tells it better, and is listened to.

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NOTES ON ALIEN IMMIGRATION. 


Few men in Parliament have a wider knowledge of working 
An idle class matters or are better authorities on labour problems than 
Delusion. Sir Charles Dilke, His speech in Mid-Glamorgan the other 
day was the strongest pronouncement against anti-Alien 
legislation that bas been made by any public man since the present government 
pledged itself to a restrictive policy. In the course of his remarks Sir Charles 
said : he was sharply opposed to the bill for the exclusion of destitute Aliens 
from this country, which would be submitted next session. He was perhaps 
rather old-fashioned, but this country had not a greater title to the respect of 
the world than that it had always been the home of the persecuted of all 
peoples, If it could be shown that the immigration of such Aliens would be an 
overwhelming national danger, then the old principle could be modified under 
the stress of circumstances ; but so long as 10 times as many destitute Eaglish- 
men went abroad as destitute Aliens came to this country, the danger could not 
ba very great, This fact could be conclusively proved, and in the face of such 
a fact, it was an idle delusion to hola up to the working classes any legislation 
upon the question, | 


The ‘Sad The £rening Standard in its issue of Saturday last, thus com. 

Contrast.’ mented on Sir Charles Dilke’s speech :— | 

Sir Charles Dilke is “sharply opposed” to the exclusion of foreign paupers. He 
holds that this country has no stronger claim to the world’s respect than that arising from 
its hereditary willingness to receive the persecuted. Sir Charles thinks that in taking 
that view he may be “ old-fashioned ;” but the fear is groundless. Everybody holds the 
same opinion, but some people do not allow it to master their common sense and prudence 
and humanity. Of such. luckily, are the Ministers in office. They understand that the 
best of principles, sanctified by immemorial antiquity, may well need adjustment under the 
startling change of circumstances with which we have to deal. Twice in our island story 
an immigration of persecuted aliens comparable with that of the Russian Jews has occurred 
— first, of Dutchmen and Flemings in Elizabeth’s reign; second, of French Calvinists. In 
the former case, the refugees were not paupers—very far from it; in the latter, though 
many sacriticed their last coin to reach our shores, they were the very pick of French 
artisans. There was no displacement of native labour, no extra trouble for magistrates, 


no spread of dangerous opinions. From the beginnning, those emigrants were a source of 


strength to the nation. At each point the Russian Jews offer a sad contrast. Sir Charles 
Dilke would consent to their exclusion if ‘an overwhelming na ional danger ”’ threatened. 
Thus, he yields the principle, after all. Fiat justitia ruat calum is a grand rule, and in- 
telligible; but so soon as it 1s admitted that under certain conditions the rule shall not 
apply, every man is free to judge those conditions for himself and break it. Most people 
are convinced that the danger from alien pauper immigration 1s sufficient to justify its 
repression,

SiR,—In the leaderette in your issue of this evening upon Sir Charles Dilke’s speech 
relative to the restrictive legislation on immigration promised by Government, it is 
remarked, speaking of previous immigrations, “There was no displacement of native 
labour, no extra trouble for magistrates, no spread of dangerous opinions,’ and that “at 
each point the Russian Jews offer a sad contrast.” From this it is to be inferred that the 
writer considers the Russian and Polish-Jews (a) displace native labour (4) give extra 
trouble to the magistrates (c) spread dangerous opinions. : 

_. May I respectfully refer you, with regard to these assertions, to the “‘ Reports on the 
volume and effects of recent immigration from Eastern Europe into the United Kingdom, 
prepared by the Board of Trade,” and published by Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode. In 
that Report, it is shown that the immigrants do not displace native labour. They are for 
the most part all engaged on one or two industries which the immigrant has created, and 
which would be carried on abroad, the results being exported to this country, if he were 
excluded. Next, as to the criminal tendencies of these immigrants, the Report alluded to 
is very definite. A census of prisons was taken, and it showed 1 in 1081 Russians and 
Poles incarcerated, as against 1 in 923 of the general population. As to the nature of their 
offences, the longest sentence being undergone was one of ten years, and the report declares 
that these poor Jews generally “are, on the whole, a peaceful and law-abiding community.” 


‘This, I think, answers the third, as well as the second, of your objections to the alien, 


seeing that “ peaceful and law-abiding people ” do not usually “ spread dangerous opinions.” 
This view is amply contirmed by all who know these Russian and Polish imwigrants: one 
of the points uf wonderin him, considering the horrible abuses of government from which 
he has fled, being the support he accords to Conservative notions of administration. This 
of course, is by reason of his Jewish training, Judaism being phenomenally averse to 
sudcea and violent change. | | 
You say that the principle of admitting the persecuted alien needs“ adjustment under 
the startling change of circumstances with which we have to deal.” What startling change 
may I ask, has taken place since the Parliamentary Committee on Alien Immigration 
reported unanimously against restrictive alien legislation? Only this change, so fir as I 
know—the decreasing numbers in which the alien is arriving on these shores for settlement 
the greater efficiency and success with which the temporarily helpless or permanently 
hopeless are dealt with by Jewish agencies, and the severer stringency of the Russian 
penal enactments But these are hardly reasons for disregarding the unanimous opinion 
of the last Parliamentary Committee.—Obediently yours, :

Mr. CLAUDE G. MoNTEFiORE then took the chair and was loudly cheered. 
He said: Perhaps you will allow me in words that will be brief but sincere to 
thank you for the honour you have conferred upon me in electing me as your 
President. When first my name was brought to your notice, I submitted to you 
certain imperfections which to my mind prevented me from being as excellenta 
President as the importance of the position required, You, however, have 
thought that with all these imperfections I was the best choice that could be 
made, and it will be my earnest endeavour to prove in the time to come that 
your view of the case was more justified than my owa. To be President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association is no light or airy job for any man ; and no one would 
accept it but for the duty he owed to the community, and to the religious 
brotherhood of the Jews as a whole.—(Caeers). The task is not rendered 
easier for me, because I follow a man who was pre-eminently fitted for it, and 
who discharged the office with credit to himself and with great advantage to the 
Association.—(Hear, hear). By endowment, by environment and by circum- 
stances, Sir Julian Goldsmid was an ideal President, and for these reasons I am 
bound, though not from my own fault, to fall behind, I am sure I shall have 
your support to do all I cia to maintain the prestige of the Association.

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GYMNASTICS AT CHICKSAND 


[FROM AN OCCASIONAL OORRESPONDENT. | 


I should have been sorry to have missed a gymnastic 
Street scholars [ was invited to witness the other evening, but I came near doing so 
The ticket of admission with which I had been favoured stated that the pro- 
ceedings would take place at Hanbury Hall, Hanbury Street. Entering Hanbury 
Street, we came to a brilliantly-lighted building, but as it was deecribed as 
“ Christchurch Hall” we passed it by with unconcern, and made our way through 
the whole length of Hanbury Street, only to find that we had to retrace our 
steps, and that the building we had noticed at first was the one we were in quest 
of. I can only suppose that “Christchurch Hall” is its proper name, but 
Hanbury Hall is the more euphonious title by which it is known to the Jewsih 
residents who abound in that neighbourhood. | 

The event, which had brought together a crowded gathering mostly of 
foreign Jews, presided over by Mr. Diggle—indefatigable as ever in School 
Board interests—was a Gymnastic Display given by the pupils of tho Evening 
Continuation Classes at the Chicksand Street Board Schools, and the distribution 
of prizes to these scholars as well as to the scholars of the Buck’s Row Continua- 
tion Classes. The prizes were distributed not only for proficiency in gymnastics, 
bit also for the various other subjects which are taught in the Continuation 
Classes—English, Saorthand, s20kkeeping, Citizenship and Wood-carving. 
Clicksand Street is the largest and most impcrtant of ths Evening Continuation 
Classes which are held in the East End, and which are taken advantage of by the 
foreign Jews. It is here that those large classes are held under the auspices of 
the London School Board and the Russo-Jewish Committee for adult aliens who 
desire to learn the language of the land of their adoption, and as Mr. Diggle

remarked in his speech, nothing can be more pathetic than to see grown-up people 


assembling in class-rooms when their day’s work is over and struggling: painfully 
o master the rudiments of what is to them a foreign language. But there i8 no 
necessity for me to expatiate on this branch of the classes’ work, as the subject 
has been fully described in the columns of this journal. The piece de resistunce 
of the evening’s proceedings was undoubtedly the gymnastic display given by 
the juvenile echolars of Chickeand Street Evening Classes. To sce a clase of 
lads brandishing Indian clubs, leaping over the vaulting-horse, balancing them- 
selves feet in the air on the parallel bar, and boxing in first-rate British style, can 
never fail to excite interest. [ut what lent additional zest to these proceedings 
was the fact the majority of these lithe-limbed, plucky lads were either foreigners 
themselves or the children of foreigners. No one who has not witnessed pro- 
ceedings of this kind in Jewish East End Schools would believe it possible that 
little aliens could in so short a time acquire such proficiency in feats of strength 
and nerve which are supposed to be the monopoly of the British lad. Except 
for the Polish cast of countenance of some of them no one who was not 


| 


acquainted with the fact would have imagined that these youngsters, in their — 


gmart scarlet jerkins and sashes, were not English to the backbone. But this is 
what they one and all become in an incredibly short space of time. 

There are some 18 performers, but as was mentioned in the course of the 
evening, they were only a selection from a much larger number who attend the 
classes in gymnastics which are held every Tuesday and Thursday evening. Like 
most successful things, these athletic classes took their rise in very small 
beginnings. Mr. Sam. Lewis, himself a pupil of the day and evening clasees at 
Chicksand Street, and an adept at gymnastics, commenced teaching the 
subject to some of the pupils of the evening classes in an unoflicial manner, until 
Mr. Davis, the superintending teacher of the Chicksand Street Classes, induced 


the School Board to recognise the subject and appoint Mr. Lewis to give instruc- 


tion. Some of the older pupils who took part in the display have been learning 
two years, other and younger pupils have not been at it longer than six months. 
The performance comprised the various details which have already been alluded 
to. There is no necessity to mention the names of all those who took part in the 
display, but an exception must be made in the case of two lads—Myer Cohen and 
Myer Marks—who, with indomitable pluck and unfailing good temper—the two 
principal qualities which are brought out in the exercise of the noble English art 
of boxing—used the gloves against one another for some ten minutes. Both 
learnt to box during the session just completed, and the former of these two 
combatants had to be taught English at these classes as well as Athletics. ‘T'wo 
others, whose names I did not ascertain, also deserve an honourable mention, for 


though they leapt the ‘vaulting-horse and climbed the parallel bars Jike 


the rest of their comrades, they had the misfortune to be cripples. I do not 
know whether their performance refl.cts the greater credit on themselves or on 

The most picturesque item in the performance was a grouping of the lads 
on the parallel bars. Forming themselves into’a sort of pyramid, two of the 
lads stood upright on the top of the bars, and facing one another,. joined bands 
and arms. ‘These hands and arms were formed into a support on which Myer 
Cohen, already referred to, stood bolt upright, holding in his outstretched hands 
two British flags. The whole formed as pretty a mise-en-scéne as one could wish 
to set eyes upon. But I was even more struck by a very happy comment upon 
it which subsequently fell from the lips of Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, who was one 
of the speakers, and who is known to be a devoted friend of the Evening Classes 
and Athletic Institution movement in the East End. Mr. Cohen said that the 
grouping of foreign lads crowned with the British flag, which had been presented 
to their view that evening, was symbolical of the work which was undertaken by 
the Continuation Classes at Chicasand Street and other schools, For that work 
of Anglicising foreign Jewish lads would surely be crowned by the result that 
these lads would grow up to be patriotic and usef ul citizens, a source of etrength 
to the Empire and a blessing to the country in which they had found a home. 

With characteristic modesty, Mr. Cohen continued t» ray that he was there 
that evening merely as an addendum to his wife, who had been asked to die- 
tribute the prizes. He thought it a very small part that he and others gee 
coming down to pay an occasional visit to the Evening Classes compare - : 
the devoted work of the teachers and others who, like Mr. Diggle, laboured for 
their welfare continuously. He was familiar with the work of several — 
London schools, and the one circumstance which before all others impressed we 
on his mind was the immense amount of personal effort displayed by the teac _ 
and the great anxiety they evinced that the'r work should live a8 an abl a 
influence upon the scholars committed to their charge.

new idea. The old idea of a night school was that it was for adult learners whose 


education had been neglected in the past. The new idea was that a boy or girl 
who left school at the age of 14 ought not to discontinue studving, bat should 
contioue their education in the evening, when their day's employment was con- 
cluded. In these schools both ideas found expression. Some came to leara 
Koglish, At Chicksand Street there were over a hundred adultes. who had come 
to this country: ignorant of the language of the land of their adoption, and nothiag 
was more touching than to see them endeavouring ‘to remedy their deficiencies. 
One of the finest traits of English life was the fact that their country was closed 
to none. Hence the foreigner was free to come to this country, and he waa pot 
sure but what, in a very short time, they became more English than the English 
themsclves. Certainly they became loyal and useful citizens of the Britixh 
empire. But the new idea was likewise represented. Last year at both schoole 
the numbers admitted during the year hardly fell short of a thousand, though not 
more than 220 were in regular attendance. The subjects taught included book 
keeping, shorthand, and the civic duties of life, and besides they had opportunities 
of acquiring physical development, of which they had witnessed an interesting 
example that evening. The idea that ran through the whole of their teaching was 
this: that education never ends. If they were prudent they would always con 
tinue to learn. The man who ceases to learn must go back. We even learn 
through our mistakes. He wanted all who take an interest in these evening 
classes to remember that by availing themselves of these clisses they were liftins 
themselves up to a higher plane, and al-o those who came after them. All thes 
we enjoy to-day we only enjoy as the fruitof the labours of those who have come 
before us. Their duty was therefore to make the path on which they had entered 
easier for those who came after them. -That was why the School Board helped 
these classes, so that those who benefited by them might be enabled in their turn 


to benefit posterity. Heurged thein not to be ashamed of their ignorance, but to 


make their lack of knowledge a reason and an opportunity for learning more. 
Tuey were all learners and fellow workers in a sacred cause—the promotion of the 
welfare of the rising generation. |
